how candidates should be nominat- 
ed. The framers of the Constitution, 
he went on, didn't want nomina- 
tions by direct primary — because 
they were afraid of the common, 
people. And then Hollis said: 


"That's why we have a republic 


— not a democracy." 


But the saving grace of America 


is that she is still a republic, not 
a democracy. All the democracies 
of the world are broke — and this 
republic of ours is feeding and 
protecting 'em. 


If Hollis had told the whole truth 


he would have said that the rea- 
son the framers of the Constitution 
didn't like the idea of nominating 
a President by direct primary is 
that this is the surest avenue by 
which a glib speaker and theatrical 
gesturer could rise overnight <»nd 
become a dictator. It's precisely 
the way Mussolini took Italy, and 
Hitler took Germany. 


Are the people themselves in 


fallible? 


Are Americans the wisest of al 


the world's citizens?- 


Or is this just an illusion we 


humor ourselves with, knowing al 
along that God gave us the richest 
of lands, and our ancestors devis 
ed the first government of its kinc 
in the whole history of the world

This 
was the great theme played upon 
by the late President F. D. Roose- 
velt. 


Today we have a chance to re

Today we see the federal govern- 
ment reaching out and 'confiscat- 
ing private property — the steel 
mills, perhaps the. oil industry 
also — by arbitrary action of the 
President, without either congress- 
ional or court action. If govern- 
ment can seize one kind of private 
property it can seize all kinds; and 
if it can seize property it • will 
eventually get around to .seizing 
persons. 


{n this critical moment we sud 


denly realize that the last bulwark 
of hitman freedom in America is 
the very thing Mutual's Mr. Hollis 
deplores — the Constitution and the 
United States Supreme Court which 
interprets it, being the elements 
which make this a durable republic 
and not * busted democracy of 
windjammers like the French.
